The resolution adopted at the Trades 
Jnion congress calling upon parliament 
-0 reform tha jury system has again re-

Wives Worked Stripped 


to Waist. 


Children Slaved Underground; 


Nation and Age Are 


Disgraced. 


LON'DOV, Sept. 28.—While miners 


are demanding thp acceptance of a 
schedule of district \vng-f r.-ttes as the 
mtr.im.iim p<tj rnents, and coal owners 
itre either re*olutelv opposing the prin- 
ciple or attempting to prove thpt the 
iigures would Impose too heavy a 
buiden on an already burdened in- 
dustry. It may be found Interesting to 
lilt the vail which shrouds the pa^t 
and glance back to" a time when work- 
Ing: conditions in our coal mines were 
very much worse- than they are now 
—a period ivhen women and children 
were employed In mines. 


Even now women are employed at 


the pit-brows, declares the 
London 


Chronicle (It was only the other day 
that a deputation of them came up to 
I-ondon and went to *he house of 
parliament to protest against proposed 
legislation affecting them), but none 
now labor, as they did years ago, un- 
derground. 


The women and children did not 


hew coal. They were most of them 
mere beasts of burden. 
Children of 


6 years of age and women expecting 
to become mothers toiled and moiled 
for 10 or 12 hours a day 
In 
the 


noisome 
darkness 
harnessed 
like 


horses to loads of coal or else carry- 
Ing- the fuel lr. wooden vessels strapped 
to their shoulders. 
As most of the 


coal had to be dragrg-ed through pass- 
ages less than two feet in height, 
the women had to g-o on all fours 
Many of those roads vere very steep, 
others inches deep in slush or water, 
ana tho condition of the unfortunate 
creatures at the end of a days work 
;vas pitiable. 


That this condition of things was 


altered is due to Lord Ashley, at 
whose instigation a children's employ- 
ment commission was appointed in 
1842, and who succeeded the follow- 
ing _} ear in getting passed a bill which 
prohibited the employment In a mine 
of women or girls, and raised the agre 
of, boy workers to 10. 


TERRIBLE READING. 


The report of the assistant com- 


missioners (who got their informa- 
tion at first hand) to the commission 
Is interesting but terrible reading. 
Thui one described a coalpit in the 
east of Scotland -where the workings 
""cro fri/ru 100 lo 40u yards Irom. the 
main roads, and where for that dis- 
tance, through dark, steep, narrow 
passages only 22 inches to °28 Inches 
In height, young people of both sexes 
had to crawl dragging after them 300 
pounds of coal: 


"The danger and the difficulties of 


dragging- on roads dipping from one 
foot In three feet to one foot In six 
feet may be more easily conceived 
than explained, and the state which 
females are Jn after pulling like horses 
through these holes—their persplra- 
51on, their exhaustion, and 
frequently 


<—«r, their tcari—Is, painful in the ex- 
tern* to witness." 


The commissioner then quotos the 


evidence of one of the girls—Mar- 
«"*r<»t Hipp*, 17, putter, Stoncy Algg 
•cillery, 
Stirlingshire: 


"My employment, after reaching the 


wall face, is to fill a bagie, or slype, 
With 250 to 300 pounds of coal. 
I 


then hook it on to my chain and drag 
U through the seam, which is 26 
inches high, till I get to the main 
road—a good distance, probably 200 
to 400 yards. The pavement I drag 
over Is wet, and I am obliged at all 
time to crawl on hands and feet, with 
my bagie hung to the chain and ropes. 
It IB sad sweating and sor« fatiguing 
work, 
and 
frequently 
malms 
the 
women." 


N>> wonder that the commissioner, 


commenting on this, remarks: 


"It is almost Incredible that human 


being* can submit' to *uch employ- 
ment—more difficult than dragging 
the same weights through our lowest 
common «ewers."

the suitability of thp woods for prac- 
tical ^purposes 
As suitable for cabi- 


net work there are 4C kinds of wood: 
for hbusework and furniture, 36, for 
general purposes, 35 for inside and 40 
for outside work: for turnejs, "0; for 
carriage and wagon work, 
17, 
for 


posts, 17; for shingles, 15. for piles, 
12; for railway ties, 9: for mtllwork, 
S; for coopering'. S, and 
for fuel, 6. 


Many of the woods otherwise classi- 
fied are also good for fuel. 


CHARACTEKISTICS OF WOODS. 
Among 
the more valuable hard- 


•svoods suitable for cabinel and furni- 
ture viork. in the order of their use 
locally, are the following:

nia managoni); mahoe (Hibiscus ela- 
tus), satinwood (Fagara flava).

Mahongany, ivhich is the

uable wood, IE useel for fine cabinet 
and furniture work; but cedar, which 
is quite similar to mahogany and al- 
most as beautiful, is more plentiful. 
is more easilj worked, and is more 
generally used than any other native 
wood not only for furniture, but also 
for interior housework, for shingles, 
cigar boxes, etc 
Like Chinese cam- 


phor wood and California white cedar, 
its odor repels moths anC other insects, 
and hence it is well suited to ward- 
robes and bureaus. 
Mahoe, a wood 


of blackish-green color with lighter 
bands, is much used for furniture, pic- 
ture frames and general purposes. • 


Satinwood. which is aromatic, takes 


its name from its satiny luster, whteh 
often shows a. beautifully rippled pat- 
tern 
Its color, gradual!} deepening 


from a light yellow at the bark to a 
light orange at the heart, renders this 
wood suitable for veneering-, paneling, 
and oth°r ornamental work. 
Yellow 


Ssanclors is so similar to satinwood that 
it Is frequently used for it 
Rosewood, 


which is in demand for various pur- 
poses, splits readily into strips and la 
used by Jamaicans for torches. Zebra 
wood (Fagura elephantiasis), which is 
of a light yellow color, is prized as a 
cabinet 
woofl 
and 
for 
ornamental 


work. 
One of the best native woods 


for general purposes in brazlletto (Pel- 
tophorum brasillense). 
Another use- 


ful wood is that of the breadfruit tree 
(Artocarpus 
incisa), 
which

brought to Jamaica with other trees 
and plants from Tahiti, Society islands, 
in 1791, by Admiral Bllgh, who rp- 
celvpd for this service a vote of $5000 
from the Jamaica legislature and the 
gold medal of the Society of Arts of 
London.

Lured Away by Woman,

WAS born at Santa Rita, a little village 
thirteen miles by trail from Villa Ayala, 
the home of Emih?no Zapata, and there- 
fore about sixty miles from Mexico City. 


My father was a fairly wealthy haciendado

I knew I was being kidnaped, but I had 


Ho id<;a of the fate that was in store for me. 
I could not scream on"account of the gag, and 
the horseman who carried me held me so tight- 
ly in his arm that I could scarcely breathe. 
Not a word was exchanged for nearly two 
hours, in T-hich we rode steadily, due north, 
as nearly as I could tell, from Rnnta Ritn 


Then the horses were halted, allowed to rest 


a few minutes, and I was given a drink of

mouth, I wag blindfolded, put back, in the

Miss Kelsey decided early the even- 
ing of the rally that she would not at- 
tend. She went to her room to get a 
book and had scarcely turned on tho 
llg-ht when a bullet crashed through 
the window and whizzed close by her 
ear. 
Although startled hv the shot. 
the girl rushed to tha window and 
looked out to so It she could catch 
sight of any person. 
The night was 
too dark for her to soo more than a 
few foot from the window. Tho bul- 
let took an upward course across her 
room, as If It had been fired from tha 
street level. Imbedding Itself In tho 
opposite wall several feet higher than 
where It entered th« window.

The 
ordinary railroad devices were reversed 
for the wheels do not run on top of tna 
rails, but beneath them. The pressure to 
be resisted is not downward but upward, 
and these rails run straight into the great 
hanger.

peered from the windows of the car, the 
•wheels were pulled toward the shed and 
the great aeriel machine slipped under 
cover with speed and ease which were 
remarkable.

Dean Russell of the University of 


Wisconsin tola of the state's duty, and 
Commissioner Lpfleile of New York city 
discussed 
the 
Junctions 
of 
municipal i 


health departments, while Frofpsso<- Jor- i 
dan of the University of Chicago strongly 
urged pasteurization. 


DUTY OF THE MUNICIPALITY. 


Mr. Straus in part said: 
"It Is a matter of deep satisfaction'that 


the ruling idea and purpose of this great 
nternationat gathering is the prevention 
of disease, for, as I stated in my very 
first articles on public health questions a 
score of years ago, 
'One ounce of 
pre- 


vention is worth a ton of cure.' 


"The 
betterment of milk production is 


not properly the work of voluntary or- 
ganizations. It is the duty of the 
pub- 


lic authorities 
I have maintained this 


for 20 years. I urged this In a letter to 
the mayors of American cities In 1SD5, and 
at the conference of mayors in 1897 and 
in 1900, reciting the results of nine years' 
practical experience, I urged that the 
pasteurizing- of the entire milk supply 
be made the function of the municipality, 
as 
incalculable 
suffering 
and 
disease 


would thereby be prevented. 


"But 
municipal authorities were not 


alive to their opportunity, and this work 
for humanity had to be carried on by 
voluntary organizations. 
Now munici- 


palities have taken up this work, but there 
is still room for the voluntary organiza- 
tions in teaching the municipal authori- 
ties what to do, and how to do it, and 
In pushing them on to the full performance 
ot their duty to the babies. 


PERIL OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


"When tha peril of tuberculosis in raw 


milk came forcibly to my attention more 
than 20 years ago, the very man who had 
isolated the tuberclo bacillus scouted the 
idea 
We had not merely an uninformed 


public, 
but 
a 
misinformed 
public, to 


deal 
with. 
My warnings 
were 
re- 


ceived -with incredulity, or with derision, 
or with open and bitter attacks. But now 
there is practical agreement. 


"After many weary, discouraging years 


we have the deliberate df-lslon of an able 
and impartial body of 17 representative 
experts, the commission on millt stan- 
dards, a voluntary organization, that it Is 
the duty of the public health authorities 
to control infantile diarrhea, typhoid fever, 
tuberculosis, -scarlet fever, 
septic 
sore 


throat and other infectious diseases 
car- 
ried In milk. The report says: 
" 'The commission thinks the pasteur- 


ization Is necessary for all milk at all 
times, except certified milk or its equiva- 
lent. The majority of the commissioners 
voted in favor of the pasteurization of all 
milk. Including certified. 
Since this was 


not unanimous, the commission recom- 
mends that tho pasteurization of certified 
milk be optional.' 


FUNCTION OF MILK DEPOTS. 


"Thus voluntary' effort and voluntary 


organization has worked out a definite 
and comprehensive plan of betterment 
that needs to be applied and erforced 
in every city of the land. 
This is the 


chief and imperative work and duty of 
voluntary organizations. 
All Infant milk 


depots aro to be examples of what ought 
to be done by public officials with public 
funds. 
All milk committeee are charged 


with the responsibility of seeing to the 
adoption and enforcement of this 
pro- 


gram 


"The fundamental and vital duty of the 


milk depot Is to furnish milk in nurs- 
ing bottles, one feeding to the bottle, 
properly 
modified, 
and 
pasteurized 
in 


the bottles. 
The supplying of dipped 


milk by such depots ought to b« 
pro- 


hibited. 


"An showing thq efficacy of this meth- 


od of ptOVenting sickness among babies, 
an average of 2200 babies Were supplied 
with millc from my laboratories in New 
York city the past summer, and there 
was only one death, and that was from 
pneumonia. 


"Instruction of mothers i» Important. 


Medical attention IB important. 
But it 


is a grievous error to make secondary the 
supplying Of the food that the babies 
need. 
There Is an unfortunate, disposi- 


tion to exaggerate the "consultation," OT- 
haust resources upon doctors and nurses 
and do little In the way of feeding the 
babies. 
In Now York my seventeen de- 


pots aro tho only ones out of tho 
hun- 


dred In the ^Ity that supply modified 
pas- 


teurderl milk in nursing bottlrn. 


"It 
In wpll to teach mothers how to 


modify and pasteurise milk at home whfn 
they nrc out uf reach of a milk depot, 
but this is feasible only for the better 
situated classes. Conditions In tho tene- 
ments do not make It possible for moth- 
ers to do this work proparly.

AN FRANCISCO, Sept. 28.— 
Since C o l o n e l Roosevelt's 
stay of a day and a night at 
the Palace the bellboys of 
that hostelry, or at least most 
of them, have been plunged 
into political gloom and un- 
certainty. They have seen 
their hero at close quarters

The day before the big Bull 
Moose came to the hotel as a guest and for weeks 
and months farther back they were singing his 
praises. Most o£ them are old enough to vote. Be- 
fore he came they were impatient of anybody who 
criticized him, or bluntly declared he would never 
vote for h-im. As the thoughtful and always con- 
siderate friend of the man who works, according to 
their way-of thinking, they idealized him. Well, that 
belief is shattered now. The ex-President lost no 
book at the Palace as he did at Portland, but, like in 
the latter city, he did lose his temper. The bellboys 
could do nothing that pleased him, try as they may. 
Abrupt, sullen at times and impatient, he ordered 
them around when they were called to wait on him 
as if they were so many automatons. 


"What's the matter with the guy?" questioned 


one of the boys, thoroughly disgusted, of his fel- 
lows on the main corridor bench. 


"!_ guess he's one of them paranoiacs all right 


that" I read in the paper about him. I think that 
was what it called him, for I had to spell the word 
out. It was a new kind of slang to me," said his 
chum. 


"Whafs that mean?" 
"I guess he takes paregoric for his nerves," was 


the self-satisfied rejoinder. 


So it is not a bad bet to assert that the colonel 


lost some votes as well as his temper at the Palace.

Novel Plan of Exploitation 


Some shrewd men in town are seeking the back- 


ing of the Chamber of Commerce, the Exposition 
Company and kindred organizations in a scheme 
they have for advertising the city and State's 
products in the Orient and Australia. 
The indica- 


tions are that their program of exploitation will be 
indorsed within the next few weeks so that it may 
be thoroughly tested and make a success of it before 
the opening of the exposition in 1915. The plan is 
to charter a modern steamship, fit it up with many 
exhibits in charge of competent men and then have 
reception days on board ship at all the foreign ports 
so that the merchants of those countries can see 
and study at first hand all the goods and commodi- 
ties and commence right there and then to buy ac- 
cording to the samples contained in the exhibits 
shown them. The undertaking is an ambitious one, 
for its expense will be something like $150,000. In 
many respects it will be a traveling state fair, and 
the way the enterprise is being presented it is ap- 
pealing to many of the wealthy business men. The 
purpose is to sell exhibit space to the extent of 
$130,000 for a period of six months or a year. The 
remainder of the expense will be made up by selling 
round-trip tickets to at least a hundred people who 
would like to go along as tourists. Then a cargo 
can be taken outbound and one brought home in 
the ship's unused space. The project 
is being 


thoroughly canvassed without any blowing of 
trumpets. The several people behind it 
have a 


steamship in view for the purpose and are confident 
of success for the exhibitors and of a handsome 
profit for themselves. 
Plans for Better Car Service 


Bion J. Arnold and his resident engineer, J. R. 


Bibb ins, Chicago experts preparing a solution of the 
city's transportation problem, have set many San 
Franciscans to seriously thinking whether they had 
not better devote all of their time and means for a 
few years at least to taking care of long-neglected 
local development problems instead of using some 
of their energy and money in trying to legally force 
the transbay cities against their will into a Greater 
San Francisco municipality. 
Arnold and Bibbins 


are pointing out how 'unused areas on this peninsula 
amounting to thousands of acres can be brought 
within the thirty-minute time and five-cent 
fare 


zones, taking Third and Kearny streets as the cen- 
ter. 
Their scheme is a plain, practicable one, in- 


volving the construction of the Twin Peaks and 
Mission-Sunset tunnels as vitally essential steps, 
with tunnels on Stockton and Fillmore streets as 
less essential but very necessary to bring all the 
northern districts closer to the center in point of 
time. 
The Chicago people are only telling 
what 


many have long realized should be done. If the 
experts can make the people and municipal authori- 
ties get to work on the improvements and cease 
talking about them, they will then indeed have 
earned their large salaries. Fast and direct electric 
trains through the proposed tunnels will command 
a great area for cheap homes for working people 
for miles south of Golden Gate Park and clear down 
the peninsula to San Mateo, all for five cents and 
within easy reach of their places of work.

Wood's pruning method leaves only the superscrip- 
tion "Sir" and the signature of the writer, outside 
the actual message conveyed in the letter. The

An Order Against Kissing 


According to what he has written to a friend here, 


Julius Kruttschnitt, director of operation and main- 
tenance for the Harriman railroad system, who is 
just back in his New._York office from a trip to 
Europe, was surprised to find posted in railroad pas- 
senger stations in Switzerland notices 
forbidding 


kissing. The edict as translated to him, and which 
is posted in conspicuous places, reads as follows:

Kissing females at 
small stations, where they are not barred from get- 
ting alongside of the trains, is often a source of 
annoyance to conductors in this country, but the 
suggestion that American liberty be curtailed in 
this respect by formal, posted notices to refrain has 
yet to be made. Conductors once and awhile im- 
patiently exclaim "cut it out" as they are about to 
signal to start, but that is as far as this liberty has 
been encroached upon in this land of the free.

Clergyman and Cabinet-maKer

They Want Pleasure for Few 


One of the daily papers last Monday had a dis- 


patch from Hanford to the effect that at a meeting 
there the California Fish and Game Commission 
had decided to recommend to the next Legislature 
measures prohibiting the sale of duck and all other 
wild srame in the open market. This is a mistake. 
The Hanford meeting was that of the California 
State Fish and Game Association, -which is made 
up of many sportsmen. These men are committed 
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to the program of excluding all game from the mar- 
kets and will seek to get the Legislature to indorse 
their stand by appropriate laws. Fish and Game 
Commissioners Connell of Los Angeles, Newbert of, 
Sacramento and Westerfield of this city have taken 
no official step yet in the anti-market fight to shut 
out the public as purchasers and cousummers of 
game birds. It is understood, however, that they 
stand 2 to 1 in favor of the drastic proposition. The 
sportsmen at the Hanford meeting hope to win the 
other commissioner to their side before the board 
officially acts. In doronse of their position, these 
California sportsmen point to similar views ex- 
pressed recently at Denver by the National As- 
sociation of Game Wardens. This Denver meeting 
is also being cited approvingly by the 
two anti- 


market commissiners. With all of these people, it 
is not a question of game as food. With them it is 
entirely a matter of preserving game as a source of 
pport ajid recreation for themselves and all out- 
siders who come to California to hunt and pay the 
requisite license. They frown on the idea of having 
a closed season for everybody, now and then, both 
for hunter and market buyer, so that in intervening 
open and fat seasons all may have some game. Their 
game conservation program is frankly one of pleas- 
ure for a very few. It will be of interest to watch 
how the next Legislature will act with such a pro- 
posed set of laws. 
Absinthe to Be Prohibited 


In a few days, October 1, the sale of absinthe will 


be prohibited in the United States. This applies to 
both the foreign and domestic article. 
The edict 


will not cause any wrench in the daily routine of the 
saloons because it has never been a drink that has 
been much indulged in. This is not only true of San 
Francisco and Oakland; the same condition attains 
in all American cities, except here and there where a 
certain foreign population abounds. For several 
months past, knowing about the October edict, both 
retail and wholesale houses have carried but little 
of the stock. This week several of the big retail 
drink emporiums have had among them but four or 
five bottles of the stuff. The wholesalers have but 
little on hand, also, so the loss in this city will prac- 
tically be nil. Several orders placed by a wholesaler 
in the East and Europe wsre switched by him else- 
where some months ago at a figure to save him 
from loss. The frozen absinthe as a "bracer," or 
a dash of it in whisky are the two popular ways it 
has been used in this country. In their experience 
with drunkards, both of the confirmed and occasional 
class, the police courts seldom have found an 
absinthe victim among those of American, English 
or German descent. The cases they did find, and 
not many in the aggregate during the past ten 
years, were generally foreigners from Belgium, 
France and Switzerland and several from Holland. 
All of these countries by the way have legislated 
drastically against this liquor. 
Thinning Ranks of Grand Army 


One of the returning Grand Army men from the 


Los Angeles encampment is Colonel J. G. Everest of 
Chicago, who is a member of the Vicksburg National 


Park Commission. The colonel has great admiration 
for the persuasive powers of the Far West. But 15 
per cent, he says, of the Grand Army members live 
west of the Missouri river and yet the national en- 
campment of the society has been given it 
four 


times—twice in San Francisco, once at Salt Lake 
and just recently at Los Angeles. He thinks it will 
never come to this part of the country again be- 
cause the members are getting too old to travel long 
distances any more. He is a member of the national 
body's committee which is preparing a report to the 
effect that the Grand Army ranks are being rapidly 
thinned by death. It has but 191,000 members now 
and the average daily deaths are a hundred. This 
average will greatly increase during the next three 
or four years. In January, 1908, the Grand Army 
roll contained 225,570 names. In ten years, in his 
opinion, there will not be enough able-bodied men in 
the ranks to fill a good-sized hall. This estimate is 
based on the present membership of the 
Grand 


Army. Of course, if one in figuring takes the pen- 
sion list as a basis there will be a different result. 
There are on the pension roll at Washington about 
600,000 names of men who fought for the North 
during the civil war. These are dying at the rate 
of 50,000 yearly—about six an hour. For various 
reasons many of these pensioners never joined the 
Grand Army. 
Foreign Barbers and Beards 


The distinguished foreign geographers had a most

Eliott as a Decoy Duck. 


Personally Albert H. Eliott is a very email potato, but his im- 


portance has been purposely magnified by the annexation syndi- 
cate formed in San Francisco, and which is advertising him ex- 
tensively as a citizen of Oakland who favors annexation. 


Mr. Eliott does reside in Oakland, but if he is not a mercenary 


in this fight all signs are at fault. lie acts and talks like a man 
who is working for pay, like a man who is earning a salary by all 
the tricks, artifices and subterfuges of a paid attorney. 
This 


opinion may be unjust to Mr. Eliott, but his pleas for annexation 
are so lacking in candor and fairness as to fully justify it. 


For instance, Mr. Eliott refuses to discuss the effect that an- 


nexation to San Francisco \vould have on Oakland's waterfront 
improvement. He ignores the most vital element of the whole 
controversy. He puts aside the injustice that would be inflicted 
on the inhabitants of the rural sections of the counties it is pro- 
posed to dismember, and the political confusion that would result 
from dismemberment. 


But he tells people that annexation will give them a better 


government and lower taxes. He does not tell why. Have the 
people of San Francisco governed themselves so well and the peo- 
ple of Oakland governed themselves so ill that public morals 
would be improved and the machinery of government made more 
efficient by putting Oakland's affairs under the control of San 
Francisco ? 


He tries to make people on this side of the bay believe that 


San Francisco is anxious to help pay their taxes. If he believes 
such stuff he is sillier than we think he is, and we have by no 
means a high opinion of his intelligence. 


San Francisco wants to tax the people of Oakland for her ben- 


efit. She wants to bond the contiguous municipalities fo pay for 
municipal improvements San Francisco has projected or has in 
contemplation. She has no mind to benefit her neighbors, but to 
benefit herself at the expense of her neighbors. 


Can any man who is not blind to the teachings of common 


sense and the lessons of human experience believe that San Fran- 
cisco will consent to the construction of port facilities for deep- 
sea shipping on Oakland's waterfront if the power to veto such 
improvements be once placed in her hands ? Will she not rather 
say such improvements are unnecessary and forbid them on the 
ground that all port facilities for the accommodation of ocean 
shipping should be made on the San Francisco side of the bay? 


The leaders of the annexation movement do not hesitate to 


tell Oakland people in private conversation that it is a waste of 
money to build docks and wharves on the Oakland waterfront; 
that the attempt to divert shipping to this side of the bay is an 
infringement of some inalienable right of San Francisco, and that 
it is unfair and unjust to San Francisco to create a deep-sea ship- 
ping port at any other point on the bay. 


The spirit of hostility evidenced by talk of this kind warns 


Oakland of what to expect in case San Francisco extends her do- 
minion over this city. 


Our partially completed port improvements would be permit- 


ted to rot and decay in useless idleness—monuments to the sel- 
fish greed of a rapacious neighbor and the folly that prompted 
people to surrender their municipal independence and property 
interests into hostile hands. 


Yet this decoy duck, Albert H. Eliott, airily tells the citizens 


of this community that San Francisco will care for our interests 
better than we can do; that she will give us a better government 
than she has ever been able to give herself, and that Oakland will 
benefit by being sweated for the enrichment of San Francisco. 
One of the brilliant arguments he makes in favor of annexation 
is that he longs to annex his residence to his law office. For the 
rest, his arguments are mere flapdoodle and assertion that vio- 
lates the law of human nature, the truth of history and the facts 
of physical geography. 


But the people of Alameda county do not propose to be flap- 


doodled by Mr. Eliott or anybody else. They do not propose to 
annex themselves to San Francisco, and they confidently appeal 
to the voters of the State not to empower San Francisco to force 
her annexation schemes on us.

If Bulgaria does go to war with Turkey, she will probably be 


appealing in a few weeks to the powers to pull the Moslems off. 
Turkey is a sick nation, but the Turks are good fighters and they 
will very likely overrun Bulgaria if not interfered with. The way 
the Turks handled the Greeks in the last war ought to warn the 
Bulgarian? against rushing into war with Turkey. Italy has not 
been fighting Turkish troops in Tripoli. Desert tribesmen com- 
manded by Turkish officers compose the forces the Italian army 
has had to encounter. The Italians have had it all their way be- 
cause Turkey has been unable to transport troops to the scene of 
action. But Bulgaria joins directly on Turkey, and the moment 
there is a clash of arms the Turks wift swarm over the border. 
Perhaps the Bulgarians will be able to repel a Moslem invasion, 
but it is exceedingly doubtful. The Bulgarian army is no match 
for the Turkish either in numbers or organization.

The Currency Problem. 


It is to the credit of Woodrow Wilson that he is alive to the 


imperfections of our currency system, and the necessity for plac- 
ing it on a more stable base. He says we need a more elastic 
banking and currency system, and promises to press a monetary 
reform as soon as possible in case he is elected. The Democrats 
have never been very successful in financial legislation, neverthe- 
less Governor Wilson is right in declaring that there is a crying 
need for a currency system at once more elastic and more stable. 
Paradoxical as it may seem, stability and elasticity are related, 
convertible terms rather, in national finance. The currency must 
be elastic if the monetary system is to be stable. 


But how is an elastic currency to be provided? Governor 


Wilson does not tell us. Indeed, nobody has yet submitted a 
coherent and plausible plan save ex-Senator Aldrich, and his plan 
has been rejected, not because of any weakness in it, but because 
Mr. Aldrich is popularly supposed to be too friendly to the big 
banking and trust interests. Objection is made to the man 
rather than the details of his plan for reforming the currency 
system. 


Governor Wilson says our system is "archaic," which is true, 


but he does not suggest any definite plan of improvement. He 
adds nothing to the common stock of knowledge in .saying that 
our monetary system is inadequate and sadly in need of mend- 
ing. That much is known and generally acknowledged. What 
we are waiting to be told is how to improve it; how to make it 
adequate; how to govern the distribution of money so that sud- 
den inflations and contractions shall not succeed each other. And 
that is just what not a single candidate for President has ven- 
tured to tell us. In fact, the Democratic candidate is the only 
one who has thus far deemed the subject one worthy of discus- 
sion. 


No one expects any sane and sober ideas of finance from the 


harlequinade Roosevelt is conducting. His speeches are mostly 
a jumble of epithets, imprecations, loose charges and looser state- 
ments of purpose, and thoughtful men will search them in vain 
for light on the financial problem. The Colonel does not enlighten 
any subject he touches; he clouds and befogs and injects his per- 
sonality and his personal veracity into every question he under- 
takes to discuss. He never attempts to reason rationally from 
cause to effect, nor to separate fact from fiction, nor reduce pro- 
positions to precise terms or illuminate them with candid argu- 
ment. One might as well look for sound financial views in a roar- 
ing bull of Bashan as to Colonel Roosevelt. 


Who, then, shall we look to for light, for sanity and sober 


judgment? While President Taft does not talk about currency 
reform, his record, as well as his temperament and training, give 
the best evidence of capacity to deal successfully with the cur- 
rency problem. The way he has handled the national finances is 
proof of his ability to grasp the issue and to give it the intelli- 
gent study of a broad mind trained to apply logical processes to 
the facts presented by every problem. With merely the knowl- 
edge of men to guide us, Taft is by far the safer man to trust. 
In him experience and training are added to a comprehensive 
mental grasp and a capacity for patient study that has never been 
equaled in the Presidential chair, save, perhaps, by Grover Cleve- 
land. If the question were a private business matter, there are 
f«w who would not unhesitatingly prefer leaving the adjustment 
to Taft rather than to either of his competitors. Theodore 
Rooeev«ll is the very last man the average citizen would select far 
«xh a task, no matter what opinion the citizen might hold of 
Rooserelfs sincerity and general ability as a statesman.

"Quite naturally," says Magill, 


"I am out talking against the 


"•iniendment. We appreciate that 


i Jfck all of such subjects that are 
'passed up to the voters for final 


decision t'hat too often they are 
not thoroughly Understood. 
We 


know that whon they are prop- 
prlv nnnlvzod th» Intolllp^nt voter 
can always be trusted, but i* he 
or she does not stop to consider 
all of their various phases there 
is jtiit a bare chance that the 
wrong might prevail. 


"The proposed amendment af- 


. fects the interior of tho state to 
4$h£ extent that it changes the 
/state constitution so that a ma- 


jority vote instead of a two- 
thirds vote will be the rule in 
making radical changes in city 
and county government. It gives 
the privilege of annexing new ter- 
ritory to cities of 350,000 popula- 
tion or more, which 
privilege 


could only extend to San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles. Following 
this line, these two cities would 
bacome such powers in the state 
that 
by combining they would 


control tho Legislature and tho 
rest of the state; tho interior, so- 
called, would have to take what 
they would be willing to parcel 
out. 


"The 
proposal 
has 
many 


cleverly worded angles and there 
are almost as many Jokers in it 
as there are words. Its passage 
would give San Francisco control 
of the waterfront of the entire 
bay. 
Oakland Is developing Its 


waterfront and endeavoring to 
give the shipper of the Interior 
facilities and privileges he, never 
enjoyed before. This would not 
be possible should Oakland be 
'gobbled,' because In that event 
San Francisco would control a 
monopoly of bay shipping. 


"Back of all this proposed 


amendment is the Spring Valley 
Water Company. It is anxious to 
unload its holdings In San Fran- 
cisco for J40.000.00 while unload- 
ing is good. Snn Francisco can- 
not raise the money to consum- 
mate the deal because she has 
over-bonded herself 15 per cent 
beyond what the Jaw allows. The 
east bay cities, which she pro- 
poses to 'gobble,* have still a 
very large margin of bonding ca- 
pacity. 
If they should be 'gob- 


bled' they might bo placed in 
pawn to raise the coin to buy the 
Spring Valley, and thfv would 
not receive one iota of benefit 
from such a deal.

ISSUE IS OF VITAL INTEREST

I HIS is an :ssue of vital 


interest to the people 
of this community. We 
are opposed to the an- 
nexation 
enabling act, 


because, were it adopt- 


ed, we would be constantly men- 
aced as a city by recurring an- 
nexation elections; providing, of 
course, that our hopes that the 
first election failed should be ful- 
filled. We hope that the people 
of Oakland would have the good 
sense to vote down a proposition 
to unite at this time with San 
Francisco. 
But if we voted the 


proposition clown once, it would 
be argued immediately that there 
had not been sufficient 
educa- 


tional work done, and the whole 
propaganda would be commenced 
over again. 


Tha result of these constantly 


recurring 
threats 
of 
election 


would be that all the civic and 
commercial affairs of this city 
would be in a continual state of 
uncertainty and chaos. 
It would 


be difficult to carry on any prog- 
ressive program of civic better- 
ment, difficult to induce united 
action by the people toward any 
good end. They would be con- 
stantly in the position of antici- 
pating being taken over 4?y San 
Francisco, with the expectation 
of a new order changing all the 
plans for which they had been 
working. 


We are opposed to this amend- 


ment because it has been loosely 
drawn and unfairly drawn. 
A 


case in point Is the clause limit- 
-»ing its application to communl- 


I ties of 350,000 population or over. 


-•-Suppose we declined to join with 


San Francisco, but wished to consolidate with Hichmond, and Rich- 
mond wtih us. 
The amendment could not be applied to meet our 


needs 
It is directed particularly to the wishes of San Francisco and 


Los Angeles, and is obviously tn the nature of special legislation In 
favor of those cities. 


This enabling act would permit the dismemberment ol counties In 


2*1 unjust manner, and by a mere majority vote. The dismemberment 
of a county is a serious matter, and the present law requiring a two- 
thirds vote rather than a mere majority is a safer and saner piece of 
legislation 
For instance; it^ would be unjust to the balance of Ala- 


meda county if Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda, the richer portion of 
the county, were carve'd away and joined to San Francisco. 


It would seem that the present Issue Is amendment No. 6 on the 


ballot; or, In other words, this specific enabling act. But behind 
this is the great question as tt> whether it Is advisable to Join with San 
Francisco at all. There are many just reasons against such a course. 
They claim In its favor that it would mean economy, but I fall to see 
the value of this argument, since It would necessitate the center of civic 
life, the- city hall being fully 10 miles from the center of Oakland's 
businss center, and the administration of the Oakland school depart- 
ment by a San Francisco board of education.
